BISBEE, — THIRD VICTIM OF THE 
DOZERS, GIVEN HIS SEAT. 
Spectai Durate to The Chicago ivriouns. 

Wasuinonon, D. C., June 1.—Having appar- 
ently exhausted every pretense yesterday for 
further obstructing the proceedings of the 
House the Democrats this morni interposed 
no objectuon to the taking up the Bisbeo- Finley 
case, which was the untinished business. Judge 
Kelley, Chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, tried hard to get in the report on the 
Bonded Whisky bill, but was cut off by an ob- 
jection. Finley, the outgoing member in tne 
pending election case, also desired to offer cer- 
tain resolutions, which were objected to at 
the time, bat the objection was after- 
wards withdrawn, and he was per- 
mitted to perform this last oiheial act 
as a Representative in the Forty-seventh Con- 
gtess. The resolutions were in the nature of 
instructions to the Committee on Naval Affairs 
to inquire and ascertain whether it was wise, 
practicable, and expedient for the Government 
to encourage by bounties the construcdon of 
iron oz gteel vessels to be used in commerce, 
and, IA base of war, to be at the disposition of 
the Government for war purposes. 


PAGE, OF CALIFORNIA, 


Chairman ot the Commerce Committee, also at- 
tempted to report the River and Harbor bill 
with amendments, in order to have it re 
committed, so it might be brought up for 
passage underasuspension ot the rules next 
Monday. Page was cat off at the time by an ob- 
jection, as be was several times afterwards in 
the course of the day, Randall refusing to allow 
the report to come in. The discussion then pro- 
ceeded on the Bisbee-Finley case. This case 
comes from the Second District of Florida. one 
in which the seat of the sitting member Bus been 
contested in every succeeding Congress since the 
Forty- third. lu the Forty-fourth Congress, 
Walis, a colo Republican, received 
a certificate of the Governor and 
took dis seat, which was contested by 
Finley, the present contestee, in whose favor 
the contest was decided, and be took his seat in 
April, 1876. In the next Congress Bisbee, the 
present contestant, received the certificate of 
election. His seat was 


CONTESTED BY FINLEY WITH SUCCESS 
and. Tinley wee seated on the 20th of February, 
. ten béfore expiration of that Coa- 
gress. In the last gress Hull. a Democrat, 
received the certiticate of election by means of 
fraud, Bisbee, the present contestant, contest- 
ing his seat, which was awarded to him bya 
Democratic House on the 20th of January, 1881. 
Finley came to this Congress with a certificate 
of elecQon based ae returns giving bim an 
alleged majority of 1,142 votes. he two parties 
to the contest are the antipodes of each other. 
Finley is a venerable and benevolent-looking 
old gentioman,70 years old, who is said to be, 
by those who know him, a man of irreproach- 
able character and of a very generous dispusi- 
tion. Taose who know bim well, Republicans 
as well as Democrats, sympathize with him, be- 
cause they believe that he was not personally 
cogutzant of any @ the frauds by which his pre- 
tended majority was obtained. 


BISBEE 


is a man in the prime of life, a native of Maine, 
who graduated from the army into Southern 
politics at the close of the War, and was ap- 
pointed United States Distriet-Attoruey for the 
Northern District of Florida. which office he 
occupied until 1872, when he was appointed 
Attorney-General of the State. He isa lawyer 
of fine ability and high standing in his profes- 
sion, and is one of the ablest debaters among 
Southern Republicans. Mr. Ranney, of Massa 
chusetts, the great Boston lawyer, wh) had 
thoroughly studied the Bisbee- Finley case 
in all its phases, opened the discussion today. 
His argument was a keen and thorough, but 
wholly dispassionate, analysis and review of the 
whole matter, and, accepting his premises, 
which appeared to be completely sustained by 
the law and the facts, there was no escape from 
his conclusions. 


BULL- 


MR. RANNEY 
did not fail to bring out ail the strong points in 
the case,and to show that, while the frauds 
were less flagrant than in the case decided yes- 
terday, they were no less tent, and thwarted 
the will of the majority. Mr. HKauney 
showed that in some the. counties 
tissue ballots were used, and if others ballots of 
a character easily distinguished by the sense of 
feeling from Republican tickets used. Many of 
the Democratic ballots, instead of being printed 
on tissue paper, as in South Carolina, were 
rinted on calendered writing-paper. The ob- 
ect of this, of course, was to enable the mana- 
gers of election where ballot-boxes were stuffed, 
and they were obliged to draw out the excess of 
ballots in the box over the number of names on 
the poli-list, to distinguish and select, by the 
sense of fecling, Republican ballots, and thus 
diminish the Republican vote.

from obtaining testimony in support of his title 
that were so successfully used to prevent With- 
erspoon from getting any testimony in support 
of his claims to aseat from the First Congres- 
sional District of Fiorida. When. Risbee's at- 
torney and the notary public before whum the 
testimony was taken wentto Madison County 
for the purpose of examini witnesses, they 
found matters there ina high state of excite- 
ment. Some ot the persons who bad been guilty 
of crimes against the election laws bad beeu in- 
dicted, aud certain Kepublicans in that county 
bad been summoned as witnesses against them. 
The day of tne examination of Bisbee's wit- 
pesses a disturbance was created, in the course 
of which one man was Killed and Bisbee's attor- 
ney and the — were com pelied to flee 
for their lives. e wilitia of the State was 
called out, ostensivly to preserve peace, but 
really for the purpose, as the testimony shows, 
of terrorizing the Republicans, so they would 
neither appear as witnesses in behalf of Bisbee 
nor go to Jacksonville and testify against the 
Democrats who had been guilty of violation of 
the election laws. 

THE RESULT OF THE WHOLE AFFAIR 
was that_Bisbee was practically unable to secure 
full pr of the rascalitiesin that county. He 
did, — obtain enough to show, in some 
precincts, the number of votes which he re- 
ceived and to which he was entitied. Mr. Ranney 
argues an election case as be would a case in 
court—in an easy, conversational tone, making 
his points short and sbarp, and using no 
unnecessary words for the sake of 
adorpment. His argument today was 
received with close attention, and

THE CREEK ORPHAN FUND RESTORED, AND 
TBE ARMY BILL TAKEN UP FOR DEBATE.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 1.—The Senate, aft- 
er a prulonged contest, passed the bill to re- 
imburse the Creek Orphan Fund to the extent 
of about a quarter of a million dollars. An 
amendment requiring the money to be deposit- 
ed in the Treasury, ang only the interest there- 
on to be paid, was adopted by one majority, as 
wa8 another amendment. The bill then passed 
without calling the yeas and nays. This obstacle 
being out of the way, a considerable number of 
peusion cases on the calendar were disposed of, 
and, at 2 o'clock, the Army Appropriation Dill 
was taken up. It wasread until the section 
was reached, providing forthe retirement of 
officers who have served forty years either as 
officers or soldiers, or who are © years of age, 
with the exception of Gen. Sherman, who is to 
receive full pay. Mr. Bayard spoke at some

The Irondale Strike—Jarrett Repudiat- 
ed and Charged with Violating the 
' Constitation ef the Amalgamated As- 
sociation — Employers and Kmpioyes 
Both Claimto de in Excelicat Shape 
to Stand a Lockout. 
The strike at the mills of the Calumet Iron & 
Steel Company at Irondale was in full force yes- 


terday. 

President Jarrett, of the Amalgamated Aséo- 
ciation of Iron and Steel- Workers, telegraphed 
Wednesday to the re ntatives of the asso- 
ciation atfrondale to continue work for fifteen 
days, pending further negotiations, and that he 
would come in person. A meeting was held 
Weduesday afternoon by the working- 
men, and, notwithstanding President Jar- 
rett’s iostructions, it was decided to quit 
work at least until Jarrett should arrive from 
Pittsburg. Consequeatiy work was stopped 
when the last shift went off duty, shortly after 
midnight, and about 600 men are now lying idle. 

The biast farnaces are still running, as the 
300 men employed in the manufacture of pig- 
iron do not belong to the Amalgamated Asso- 
viation, and have nothiug to do with the differ- 
ence of opinion between the fronworkers and 
employers. There is no disturbance of any 
kind, and no apparent prospect of any disorder. 

As has been stated, no notice of tne meeting 
of delewates bold Tuesday was given to the dele- 
gate from Calumet, Mr. William E. Wiiliams, 
and the action ot the committee, in author- 
izing a continuance of work, is con- 
sidered illegal by the Irondale men. 
President Jarrett's arrival is — ex pected; 
but even in the event of bis perso investiga- 
tion and instructions, the result cannot be fore- 
told. 

The highest official of the association in Iron- 
dale made the follow statements to THE 
‘TRIBUNE reporter yesterday: 

„ will reud several sections from our consti- 
tution,” he sald, and ask you to notice their 
language. 

„Aut. 14. Sec. 1. Each district shall have a 
scale of prices to be made by mutual agree- 
mont, the same as the First District, and every 
district that bas or may hereafter bave a scale 
shall not work until the same is signed. 

„ Sc. 2. The several lodges in each district 
shall appoint a committee toconfer with tue 
manufacturers, Shouid the manufacturers re- 
fuse to confer with the committee, the scaie 
shall be made by the men and presented to every 
miil or milis in the district for signature. 

„ S. 4. The scale shall be referred toa special 
committee of four, representing the boiling and 
finishing departments, who shall present the 
same to the manufacturers one week previous 
to the ist of June in each year, and notice shall 
be given by them that, unless the avale or prices 
shall be signed on or before the let of May, all 
departments: of the mili or mills will cease 
work. * 

“* Sec. 6 Stop for the scale to be sighea is 
a fegai strike, and shall beso considered by each 
branch of the association, and it is not required 
to be .ewalized by the Executive Committee.” 

„Nov,“ said the reporter's informant, we 
believe that President Jarrett exceeded his au- 
thority in giving us inustractions to continue 
work fortwo weeks after June I. and ‘hat he 
violated the constitution of the association by 
so dome. We will not receive any instructions 
from Jarrett in this matter. Even if he has 
violated the constitution the workingmen will 
not violate it. Our scale should be signed from 
June 1, 188, to June 1. 1883, and when be allows 
us to werk be sbould also allow every district 
in the association to work on the same 
basis, and we are astonished that the 
President of the association should act ia 
such violation of the constitution. The work- 
ingmen in Irondale are determined to look 
out for their richts, and no more. If the men 
in Pittsburg can stand a strike for twelve 
months,so can we. Mr, Bradley. the President of 
the company, may say he is prepared to shut 
down the mills for three months; we are the 
most powerful labor organization in the coun- 
try next to the locomotive engioeers, and we are 
prepared to shut down fortwo years if neces- 
sary.” a 

It will be seen from the foregoing statements 
that the strike of the Irondaie men is a legal 
strike—i. e., according to the rules of their con- 
stitution—and that their attitude is independent 
of President Jarrett’s decision. ' 

The men state that they are most of them in 
fair circumstances, and can stand a strike of in- 
detinitieagth. They do not propose to give in 
while their earnings last,. though they regret 
that they are out of employment and bope the 
matter will be soon adjust by the concession 
of the manufacturers to ir demand ofa 10 
per cent increase in all departments. 

The officials ofthe company were seen yester- 
day, and suid that, white they regretted the 
strike, they thought the time come when it 
should be settled whether ther the men were 
running the milis. The 2 of iron was 
80 low. and the mand tor it 
80 light, that the manufacturers 
could not grant the increase in wages demand- 
ed. The men had selected the most unfavorable 
time pussibie to strike with any prospects of 
success. Many of the mis nad been seriousiy 
thinking of shutting down for the summer, and 
this action on the part of the workingmen gave 
them the opportunity. Asto the statement of 
the meu, that they bad — of money to live 
on during the continuance of the strike, they 
thought it very likely that they had saved some 
of the bigh wages which they had been receiv- 
ing. Certain it was that the manufactugers 
were never in better shape to stand the strike. 
They had done a business the last two 

ears, and had saved money. Mr. O. W. Potter, 
President of the North Chicago Kolling. Mills, 
said he thought tne men were ready to go to 
work, and were only waiting for President Jar- 
rett’s arrival. ; 

From ali indications it would seem probable 
that the strike at lrondafe will not be settled by 
orders from the headquarters of the Amaiga- 
mated Association, but will depend entirely 
upon their own decision. in this case the ma- 
jority will rule. It the majority of mills in this 
district, which ingjudes Ubica Milwaukee, 
Detroit, Sprihgfeld, Joliet, aud Calumet, resume 
work, the men at Irondaie will do the same. It 
the majority stand firm, they willdothe same 
and lie idle tor ua iodetinit od, 

Mr. Hackney, Superintendent of the Irondale 
Mills, furnished a reporter with the scale of 
wages now paid. In the nail factory the men 
averaged $6 a day; they wanted B per cent ad- 
vance. The rollers averaged from 310 to 814 
a day, and wanted W per cent advance. 
The puddiers averaged from $5 to $6 a day. and 
wanted an increase of 50 cents a ton on all iron 
puddied. Of the 1,100 men at work in Irondale, 
— 900 belong to the Ironworkers’ Assovia- 

on. 

Kepresentatives of the strikers gave their 
views as to what the wages were in somewha? 
different language. They suid they were as fol- 
lows: The beipers averaged $2 4 day; the pud- 
diers from $4.50 to $5; the rotiers from $8 to $10;

$1.15. Tue men claimed thal they had to work 
sometimes from fourteen to fifteen bours aday.

The Striking Tanners Have Had 
Enough ef It, and Are Anxious te Get 
Back. 

The prospect is now favorable for a termina- 
tion of the strike among the tanners and cur- 
riers, the union men having made overtures 
looking to a surrender on their part. Yesterday 
Grey, Clark & Eugle's old men notified the fore- 
man at the tannery that they would be willmg 
to retura to work at the old wages if the firm 
would agree to let bygones be bygones. They 
were told that they would have to see the firm 
down-town, and it was expected that a commit- 
tee would have been sent, but up to closing time 
the em bassadors had not turned up. 

The difficulty in the way of a settlement on 
this basis is that relating to the reinstatement 
of some ot the strikers, who wentof leaving 
$40,000 worth of property to spoil, in the hope 
that by this means they could enforce their 
point. If they mean by the provision about let- 
ting the past go for nothing, that all the union 
men are to be réinstated in a body, it is sate to 
say that the terms asked will not be accorded, 
The green bands, who were hired to protect the 
steck in the beam-houses, will not be. discharged 
at the behest of the union, and if such demand 
is made, the negotiations will certainly fail. 
Grey, Clark & Engle are not alone in this 
matter, forever since the beginning of the strike 
they have stood with Walker, Oakley & Co., and 
an agreement was entered into by the two tirms 
to stand together throughout. Consequentiy 
any arrangement made must be 2 to 
both these firms or it will not be ratifiec by 
either. Representatives of both were seen yes- 
terday, and stated that while they were willmg 
to hire men without inquiring as to whether

When, therefore, the Pres- 
ident ot the conipany followed the example of the 
other manufacturers, and firmly refused to sign 
the scale and promptly gave orders to shut down 
the furnaces and close the miils,a profound 
impression was created among the workmen 
that the manufacturers were not only in ear- 
nest, but were acting in accord with each other 
upon an apparently preconcerted plan. But in 
spite of this evident firmness upon the part of 
thy manufacturers, the members of the amal 
gamated association claim to see much ia the 
situation whicb gives them encouragement. 
While they admit the present demand fur iron 
is light, they argue that with the mills closed 
everywhere and manufacture of material 
practically ped, the present stock will be 
600n consum when a reaction must inevita- 
bly follow, and increased prices accompany the 
increase in demand.

“If the American people could see this 
House,” said Atkins, of Tennessee, last 
night after adjournment, “they would vote 
to abolish it.” This was said with much 
partisan vehemence, and with an air of 
righteous indignation. Atkins was speak- 
ing passionately, and meant to impeach the 
motives of the Republican majoriiy. His 
remarks were half true. If the American 
people could look in upon the present House 
they would vote to abolish part of it. They 
would excuse the Democratic.members from 
turther attendance. 

When the House met last night the gal- 
leries were filled and there were few vacant 
chairs on the floor. There were present 250 
members out of a total of 292 now living. 
The tension which has been put on the good 
nature of the members on both sides by the 
exciting scenes of the last few days was 
noticeable. The patience of the Republicans 
has been worn out. They are ready to give 
the Democrats every indulgence. They will 
let the debate on each case run on indefinitly 
if the Democrats will agree to make a 
quorum, but they are not willing to waste 
time in discussion if the presence of 147 
Republicans and Greenback members, in- 
clading those who are sick, and those who 
have important business to attend to at home, 
is constantly insisted upon. Kenna, of West 
Virginia, gave notice last night that the 
Democrats would compel the Republicans 
and Greenbackers to disclose a quorum of 
their own number on every vote. After that 
nothing more was to be said. The Repub- 
licans were constrained to push the cases to 
a speedy conclusion.

Wheeler is a fiery little fellow from Ala- 
bama. In physique and temperament he 
resembles Senator Mahone, but Wheeler, 
unlike Mahone, is a Bourbon after the 
straitest sect. He holds his seat by a prima- 
facie title, in consequence of outrageous 
frauds. His alleged majority was forty- 
three. it was made out by the rejection of 
600 legal votes cast for Lowe on account of 
the use of numerals to designate the aistricts 
represented by the several Presidential 
Electors. The rejection of these ballots was 
arbitrary and unlawful. The law of Ala- 
bama provides that the ballot must be a 
plain piece of white paper, without any 
gutes, marks, characters, or embeilish- 
ments thereon. The objectof this provision, 
plainly, is to prevent the use of colored or 
marked ballots. The use of numerals on 
the face of the ballots is not prohibited. if 
it were, the language of the statute would 
apply equally to any printed characters, and 
the law would require voters to deposit 
blank ballots—a manifest absurdity. in this 
case, moreover, the number of the Congres- 
sional district was not in Arabic figures, 
but was fully spelled out. It is a 
rule of law that the ballot for every office on 
a ticket containing the name of more than 
one officer must be regarded as a separate 
ballot. In spite of the weakness of his case, 
beth in law and morals, Wheeler has taken 
the matter much to heart. As a member of 
the Elections Committee jocularly said, it is 
feared an adverse decision will kill him. 
Wheeler obtained unanimous consent to 
make a statement before the vote was taken 
on the consideration of his case.

The Republicans in the House of Repre- 
sentatives have been compelled to push the 
election cases to a speedy conclusion. The 
Democratic minority has announced its de- 
termination to filibuster against the consid- 
eration of any of these cases, to withhold 
their votes when the ste, 5 wpb is 
calied, and when the resolutions are put on 
their passage. It isa great Strain upon the 
Republicans to keep a quorum of their own 
number always present.. They have to bring 
in the lame, the halt, and the blind. Men 
who ought to be in bed, such as Errett, of 
Pittsburg, and Mason, of New York, are 
called out to make up the required vote. It 
will be unreasonable and audacious if the 
Democrats, under the circumstances which 
they have created by their policy of obstruc- 
tion, should complain that the Republicans 
pass upon these cases without sufficient con- 
sideration. It the Democrats would agree to 
vote in the negative on the motion for the 
previous question and on the adoption of the 
majority resolutions, they could have all the 
time they desired for the discussion of each 
case on its merits. 

It is a remarkable fact that the Democr@ts 
in the House have shown no disposition to 
avail themselves of the chances for debate 
that have been so liberally offered to them. 
They have refused to vote yea or nay in 
justification or apology of their own argu- 
ments. That was all the majority demanded 
of them. No surrender of self-respect, no 
pledge as to the character of their votes, was 
required. It will be observed that the mi- 


} nority has made technica! defenses in all the 


cases brought before the House. Chalmers 
was defended on the ground that the Su- 
preme Court of Mississippi had decided in 
his favor, as if any court, State or National, 
could be superior to the House in the exer- 
cise of its constitutional prerogatives. The 
defense of Dibble was even more narrow. 


| Neither Dibble himself nor any of his coun- - 


partment of Justice sent a United States 
Judge and District-Attorney into that coun- 
ty to take the testimony, and they could not 
do it. The impudence of the con in 
seeking thus to take advantage of the wrongs 
committed by him and his partisans is re- 
freshing. 

The Democrats have adopted a new policy 
with reference to contested-election cases. 
They object to the evidence on the score of 
informality. They wish to suppress the tes- 
timony as tar as possible, to intimidate wit- 
nesses, and to poison all the sources of in- 
formation that Congress ought to have. The 
Witherspoon-Davidson cdhtest, so fully re- 
ported in Tug mn recently, is a case 
in point. “The Democrats drove the Repuo- 
lican attorneys out of district. The 
Governor revoked the commissions of all 
the notaries who were willing to certify to 
the correctness of thé depositions taken. The 
Investigation was brought to a standstill by 
these arbitrary proceedings. The Demo- 
crats of the South have been driven into a 
corner, and they prefer to suppress the evi- 
dence if they can, rather than make an t- 
tempt Which must inevitably fail to estab- 
lish the legality and iairness of the elections 
complained of. 

In the Bisbee-Finley case it was estab- 
lished yesterday that the hackneyed artifices 
of the Southern buildozers and ballot-box- 
stuffers were resorted to in the Second Flor- 
ida District. When a Republican judge of 
election was chosen, as the State law re- 
quired, he was usually a worthless character, 
to whom the invitation to indulge in free 
whisky was irresistible. At one of the polls 
there was a drunken carnival, in which all 
but twenty persons present took part. The 
Democratic judges of election of course were 
among thetwenty. They kept sober enough 
to stuff the ballot-box, but negroes were 
brought up to the polis drunk and Demo- 
cratic tickets were held in their hands until 
the judges could take the votes. This was 
a dignified spectacie, and one that the Dem- 
ocratic party ought to be proud of. Two 
Southern Democrats supporting a drunken 
negro between them and thrusting a Demo- 
cratic ballot into his hand would be an ap- 
propriate device for the seal of Florida. 

In this case ali the common practices’ of 
stuffing boxes and having the excess drawn 
out were adopted. As the excess was always 
made up of fraudulent Democratic tickets 
and the votes drawn out were always Repub- 
lican, the contestant suffered severely by 
every such operation. Not content with this, 
the Democrats at several polis reversed the 
vote. They took the boxes to supper with 
them, in violation of the mandatory previs 
ions of the law, and one judge who had the 
key would usually be permitted to take the 
box into a corner for a private conference. 
By these means Bisbee’s honest majority of 
839 was converted into a majority of 1,006 
for Finley. The testimony in the case 
was very voluminous, making a record 
of 1227 pages, ond it iteluded a 
large number of depositions from voters at 
many polls to the effect that they had voted 
for Bisbee. ‘These depositions were two or 
three times in excess of the votes counted 
for Bisbee at the several polis. The proof of 
fraud was complete. Not only the number 
and character of the depositions, but the 
previous votes of the precincts and the 
known strength of Republican clubs in many 
cases clearly proved thata large number of 
Republican ballots deposited in the boxes 
were not counted. There were also many 
alien votes improperly received, and outra- 
geous discriminationsin favor of Democratic 
electors. The evidence will convince any- 
body who will take the pains to read it that 
Bisbee is properly seated, and the decision of 
this case is but a proper rebuke to the crim- 
inal election methods of the Southern bull- 
dozers and ballot-box stuffers. 


BOURBON ACKNOWLEDGMENTS OF FRAUD. 

In the debate upon the Mackey-Dibbie 
contested election case the Bourbon minority 
in South Carolina were represented by Mr. 
Dibbie himself, who was seeking to grab a 
seat to which he was not elected, and by Mr. 
Evans. The former declared that pretty 
much all the colored people in South Caro- 
lina would vote the Democratic ticket were 
it not for the intimidation to which they 
were subjected, while Mr. Evans asserted 
with equal emphasis that such a thing asa 
fraudulent election had not been known in 
South Carolina since the Bourbons regained 
the ascendency. The first of these state- 
ments is quite as astonishing as the second, 
and the second is quite as absurd as the 
first, and neither possesses truth enough to 
put in a nutshell. 

The falsity of Mr. Evans’ assertion is 
proved point-blank by the evidence in the 
contested election case itself, which has just 
been settled. It conceded by the Bour- 
bons themselves that the district contains 
10,000 Republican majority. It was proved 
past all cavil that this majority was overcome 
by the voting of tissue-paper ballots to such 
an extent that at many polling-places the 
Bourbon majorities actually exceeded the 
total vote; by the forcible breaking open of 
ballot-boxes, the substitution of bogus bal- 
lots, and the alteration of returns, and by the 
wholesale exclusion of some Republican dis- 
tricts npon various trum up charges of 
irregularity. By these vaious methods of 
dishonesty the returns of this district with 
its 10,000 Republican majority were made to 
appear 17.500 Democratic and 12,297 Repub- 
lican votes. This may not be considered a 
fraudulent election by Mr. Evans, but that 
does not change the fact that it was, what- 
ever Mr. Evans’ system of moral ethics may 
be. A fraud is a fraud and a cheat is a cheat, 
and all the arguments in the world cannot 
make them otherwise. 

Mr. Dibble’s statement has no better 
foundation of truth thdn that made by Mr. 
Evans. He says that the colored people of 
South Carolina would vote the Democratic 
ticket if they were not intimidated! Who 
intimidajes them? Certainly not the white 
Republicans, for there are not enough of 
thein in South Carolina to intimidate a child, 
and if intimidation were attempted by the 
handful of white Republicans should we not 
see the thousands upon thousands of white 
Democrats rushing to their rescue? But 
what are the facts in the case? It is only a 
few weeks ago that Col. John Cunningham 
issued his famous address to the people of 
South Carolina, in which he reflected the 
views of the Bourbons. The address says:

/ THE UNEMPLOYED POPULATION. 

Yesterday the iron mills of Pittsburg and 
Wheeling, Youngstown, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, Louisville, and other places closed, 
and the operatives of all classes are now idle, 
The strike may be said to be general, as those 
shops and milis which are continued are 
only finishing work already begun, and will 
in due time also be closed. As Pittsburg has 
now definitly rejected the terms presented 
by the workmen, the mills at this place, and 
Joliet, Springfield, and in Wisconsin and 
Michigan, will after the truce also close. 

We have already called attention to the pe- 
culiarities of this strike. It is a strike for 
increased wages in the presence of a general 
decline of pricesand a general decline of 
censumption of iron. It is a strike for an in- 
crease of wages upon a falling market, and 
at a time when the manufacturers themselves 
find it altogether more profitable to suspend 
production than to go on at even the present 
rate of wages. 

A writer in the Philadelphia Ledger calls 
attention to the new and difficult problem 
which is furnished by the immense and unin- 
terrupted additions to the supply of skilled la- 
bor which Europe is now sending to this coun- 
try. The arrivals during the present year in- 
clude numbers of persons of every handl- 
eraft, and these newcomers are as a rule 
thorough masters of their trades, having 
‘Served long apprenticeships, covering five to 
seven years. These skilled workmen are not 
coming in detached parties but by swarms; 
not by companies but by regiments. They 
are coming to this country at atime when 
the labor market here is disturbed by strikes 
and demands for inereased wages. To these 
English, Welsh, 
Seoteh, and Itallau workmen who have been 
accustomed to wages affording them but a 
meagre living the wages which the workmen 
in this country are how rejecting and repudi- 
ating seem to omething magnificent. The 
wages which the American unions reject 
appear to these strangers very attractive, 
and to them. wholly unprecedented. 
These people have left home with their 
families, depending upon finding employ- 
ment and at once finding the means of sup- 
port. The effort has been made by the 
Labor Bureau of New York to distribute 
these workmen and to prevent their aggre- 
gation at the great industrial centres; but 
the constant additions to their force must 
in the end leave them in large numbers in 
excess of the employment they can obtain. 
Each thousand workmen represent not only 
that number of persons capable of work, 
and anxious to work, but also represents 
5,000 other persons, women and children, de- 
pendent on the earnings of the 1,000for 
bread and lodging. When these workmen 
are coming, are actually here, not by thou- 
sands but by hundreds of thousands, repre- 
senting with themselves a million of new. 
comers to be fed, clothed, and housed, the 
probiem of how to feed them, clothe them, 
and lodge them becomes a difficult one to 
solve, especially ata time when the indus- 
trial population of the country has volun- 
tarily stopped work and the mills and fac- 
tories are closed. i 

Ordinarily a strike of a hundred thousand 
men is a serious undertaking. The support 
and maintenance of these men and their fam- 
ilies is a matter of serious difficulty. When 
the strike is of skilled mechanics, the diffi- 
culty of preventing others taking the places 
of those on the strike is generally not so im- 
portant so long as those engaged in it stand 
by each oe Byt the difficulty at the pres- 
ent time iche presence here of the same 
number of skilled mechanics, each with his 
family, and each offered wages which to him 
in comparison with what he has been receiv- 
ing appear to be princely. These now- 
comers are strangers, are helpless, have no 
friends or relatives. They left home to es- 
cape poverty and want, and they find them- 
selves in a strange country not only without 
money, but denied the privilege of going to 
work at what appears to them wages of a 
most liberal character. 

The two classes of workmen therefore find 
themselves doubly embarrassed. Those on 
a strike voluntarily abandon employment. de- 
manding Increased rates of wages. To en- 
force this payment they have closed all the 
workshops, and have forbidden all other 
workmen to open these mills. They have 
refused an average of $3 a day, and 
have engaged in aconflict of endurance, 
in which on half rations they and their fam- 
Illes are to subsist during the continuance ot 
the strike. It will be hard commons, calling 
for great self-denial, to have themselves and 
families go without ordinary comforts—in- 
deed, without those things which have be- 
come necessary to sustain life. All the ac- 


rcumulations of years of economy, thrift, 


and seif-denial are certain to be expended, 
and these men are to remain idle, day after 
day and month after month, while times are 
improving, and until an increased demand 
shall justify an increase of prices. The 
struggie, at the best of times, would be 
severe in its endurance ‘and also in its con- 
sequences. 

But the situation is rendered more perilous 
because of the presence here of ‘these aliens 
who have recently landed. They and their 
families are now here, They want food, 
lodging, and clothing, and to obtain these 
they must have money lu the form of wages, 
or they must be sustained by charify. They 
mast work, or starve, or be maintained as 
paupets. What is to be done with them? 


their bread. How to keep these men with 
their families from starving, and at the same 
time keep them from accepting work, is one 
of the peculiar diffiealties attending this ill- 
advised and most inopportune strike.

of the charges made for carrying newspapers 
and magazines thréugh the mails. The Post- 
Office Department of the Government is a 
business institution, and should be conducted 
upon business principles. The carrying of 
the mails is assumed by the Government for 


| consideratioys of safety, inviolability, uni- 


tormity of service, and economy. The aimof 
the Government should be to furnish the 
largest facilities at the minimum cost of serv- 
ice for the common benefit of the people. But 
gratuity to any class is necessarily in con- 
flict with that rule. The abuses of the frank- 
ing privilege which Congress conferred upon 
itself led to such universal protest that the 
free transmission of Congressional mails was 
subsequently limited to official documents. 
The deadhgading of newspapers and maga- 
zines would be amore serious — upon 
the Government than the fran of Con- 
gressional luggage used to be, and there is 
no justification for the suggestion of such a 
course, 

- There was a deficiency of $2,481,000 in the 
mail service during the past fiscal year. A larg’ 
partof this is saidto have been due to the 
star-route robberies, und it is estimated that 
the expenses for the current year will be re- 
dused by $1,000,000 through the readjustment 
of the star-route contracts, But the revenue 
fram second-class mail matter (newspapers 
and magazines) amounted during the year to 
$1,399,000; and to abolish postage on that 
matter would involve a loss upon the Gov- 
ernment amounting to several times that 
figure. In the first place free postage would 
attract to the mails more than double the 
amount of second-class matter that now 
seeks transportation through that channel. 
A large portion of the newspaper cireulation 
is now delivered by the express companies, 
hews companies, and special agents, and 
does not go by mail, and much of this class 
of. circulation would find its way to the malls 
whenever there should be no charge for 
handling it. The loss of revenue on second- 
class mail matter would amount to not less 
than $8,000,000 during the first year of free 
transmission; and, as it is the policy of the 
Government to charge only the actual cost 
of handling (the charge is really less, so long 
as there is a deficiency in the postal service), 
the fre’ transmission of newspapers and 


’ periodicals would represent an annual loss 


ot $6,000,000 from the start, which would cer- 
tainly grow in the future. : 

Who can give any good reason why the 
Government should donate $6,000,000 or any 
éther sum of money to the newspaper and 
magazine publishers or their patrons in case 
the publishers should divide with their read- 
ers? It is entirely safe to proceed upon the 
rule that newspapers and periodicals which 
are so impecunious that they cannot afford 
to pay postage may better be suspended than 
maintained at any cost to the Government. 
It is very evident that publications in such a 
desperate plight have not merit enough to 
command a paying clientéle, and in that 
event there is certainly no claim upon the 
Government to transport them gratuitously. 
To remove the charge for carrying newspa- 
pers through the mails would be tantamount 
to a subsidy, and the people of this country 
will agree without reference to party alliance 
that a subsidized press would be a scandal 
and a disgrace. 

About the only argument which Postmas- 
ter-General Howe seems to have been able 
to discover in favor of his preposterous 
proposition is that it is a discrimination to 
carry newspapers free of postage within the 
counties where they are published and make 
a charge upon those which are sent outside 
the county. If there is any foree to this 
argument, it leads to the conciusion, not 
that the charges should be taken off where 
they are made now, but that they should be 
added where they are not made at present. 
Nevertheless there are some reasons why the 
present practice uf carrying free the country 
newspapers within the counties where they 
are published may be retained, which do not 
apply to a wholesale deadheading of news- 
papers everywhere: it is not essential to the 
case in hand to go over reasons. 
It is suggested, too, that the circu- 
lation of newspapers and magazines 
is of more benefit to the people than the dis- 
tribution of public documents, upon which 
there is nocharge for postage. That state- 
ment may be readily admitted as true; it is 
self-evident to those who are familiar with 
the general run of the public documenta 
But it would be much wiser to abolish the 
pub. docs. than to abolish the postal 
charges on newspapers and magazines: the 
former course would be a double saving, while 
the latter would ental! an additional expense 
upon the Government without getting rid of 
the public-document nuisance. 

Self-sustaining and self-respecting news- 
papers and periodical publicktiops every- 
where will be the first to condemn the propo- 
sition for the free transportation of second- 
class matter through the mails. They will 
object tq being rated as paupers, and to sub- 
mitting to an undesiref subsidy at the hands 
of the Government. They are able to pay 
their way, and feel that there is no reason 
why they should not do so. 

PREDICTIONS are made in England that 
ivory will soon become so scarce that its use for 
piano-keys, knife-bandies, and fans will be re- 
served for the rich alone. Of late there have 
been rapid advances in the London market- price 
of this article, the latest advance having been 
from $15 per hundredweight to $20, while au- 
Other is talked of. Only eighty-one tons were 
offered at the last quarterly sale, against 122 
tons in April of last year. Of Cape ivory there 
bas been a continued searcity, while of the west 
coast of Africa supply there is now much less in 
band thao formerly. Stores in the London docks 
now amount to only 133 tons, compared with 213 
for last year. One dealer hase just had invoiced 
to him no fewer than 522 tusks, all of which he 
expected a fortuigat ago to dispose of by this 
time. These tusks represent 276 elephants. 
Facts like these are teading to a renewal of the 
old predictions that the elephant will before 


many years belong to the list of extinct ani- 
mals.

Tur tricycle hgs come into immense popu- 
larity in England, where it bas been greatiy im- 
proved within a year or two. Trieycle meets” 
are not uu common, and the machine is being 
put into practical uses to which the bicycle is 
not adapted. About sixty makes are said to be 
on the market. The Government has supplied 
many mail-carriers in country districts with the 
vehicle, which is fitted to carry, without incon- 
venience to the rider, considerable weights. In 
fact, machines have been devised to curgy two, 
three, and even four riders. The popularity of 
the three-wheeled vehicle dates from last year, 
when the Prince of Wales ordered one for his 
private use. That set the fashion. Other promi- 
nent persons followed his example, and then, of 
course, sprang upa regular rage.” Machines 
stromg enough to carry persons weighing 200 
pounds are now built weighmg not over sev- 
enty-fve pounds, and attachments have been 
devised which make it almost as easy to go up 
bill as to go down. 

Rob ISt. AN is boasting that notwith- 
standing she is the smaliest State in the Union 
she is the most thickly settied. The number of 
inbabitants to the square mile is 254.87—Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey, Connecticut, and New 
York coming next in the order named. No other 
State has 100 inhabitants to the square mile. 
Tue census gives Rnode Island 1,08 ‘square 
miles—875 less than Delaware. The number of 
families in the State is 60,250; dwellings, 41,388; 
families to a square mile, 56.54; dwellings to a 
square mite, 38.15; persons to a dwelling, 6.68 
persons to a family, 4.50. We donot want to 
disparage the claims of such a little State, but 
unfortunately its thickness depends upon its 
littieness, and, judging by this standard, we 
have lots in Chicago that are much more thickly 
settled to the square foot than Rhode Island is 
to the squarg mile.

It Would ruin the trade 0 probibit 
adulteration, and, besides, there are not enourh 
spices grown to supply the demand of the Unitea 
States alone if nothing but pure spices were 
sold. We are constantiy making experiments 
to discover the cbeapest harmless foreign mat- 
ter with which we can mix our goods, in order 
to supply the demand for low grades.” 


Tue verdict in the trial connected with 
the King Theatre disaster at Vienna was con- 
cluded recently. There were seven prisoners, 
of whom three were found guilty—Aert Franz 
Jauner, the manager; Franz Geringer,a me- 
chanic; and Joser Nitsehe, superintendent of 
the lighting department. Jauner was found 
guilty of neglecting to give proper instructions 
to bis responsible employés, of allowing the at- 
—— on the lights to be employed on other 
business, and of neglecting to use the oil lamps:

THE ECLIPSE EXPEDITION. 
Correspondence London Times. 

SOHAM. May 17.—The total eclipse of the sun 
was successfully observed dere today by the 
English, French, and Italian astronomers. 

A fine comet was discovered close to the sun, 
its position being determined by photographs. 

The spectroscopic and eye observations just 
before and @uring the period of wiality gave 
most vaiuable resuits, the darkening of the lines 
observed by the French astronomers indicatimg 
a lunar atmosphere. 

A series of good photographs of the corona 
was obtained, and the spectrum of the corona 
for the first time was successfully pboto- 
graphed. 

The astronomers will probably leave on Sat- 
urday on board the Government steamer.

A Woman’s Travels in a Tropical Land 
—4 Spider Stealing a Sliver Fork— 
The Terrible Pidgue-A Hasband in 
a Box-—Gen. Arquiza’s Big Farm.

Lox box. May 10.~A brunet, short. rather in- 
elmed to embonpoint, with a clear-cut bend, 
strongly marked features, splendid dark eyes, 
masses of black hair. and a set of giittering white 
teeth—in short, a woman who looks like a Span- 
jard, bas the independence of an American, we 
wit of her native land (Ireland), and the consti- 
tution of an lodian—such is Mrs. Marion Mul- 
hall, the author of “ Between the Amazon and 
the Andes,” and one of thé most remarkable 
people I have met in England. 

Penetrating to the heart of South America, 
aside from gathering much valuabie bistorical 
and scientitic information, Mrs. Mulball found 
time for sume interesting observations on the 
social life and customs of the people, the flora 
and the fauna.

Accordingly we betouk our- 
seives ut We appointed time to Mustapha Agba's 
house, built amongst the columns of the 
Temple of Luxor, and bere, after the 
usual smoking of cigarets, salutation-making, 
and cotfée drinking. we witnessed much the 
sume curious style ot dance as | have endeay- 
ored te describe when rst passing Luxor on the 
ascent of the river. There were the same eight 
Gbawezees clothed in the extravaguntly-colored 
dresses uf their class, and decked with tinsel and 
ornaments; the same wild music produced by 
performers who extracted sbrill sounds trom 
one-stringed rababs, and the same waving of 
arms, snapping of fingers, and passionate songs, 
while the daucers danced their Oriental meas- 
ures.

IN SYMPATHY WITH THE STRIKERS 
is given color by the statements of several 
people who witnessed the preliminary row at 
the company’s docks. When the train stopped 
at the docks, corner of Ashiand avenue, to take 
on the negroes brought up from Jolict by the 
company, aia gang of strikers began crowd- 
ing around and yelling at them. The witnesses 
say that though stoues were thrown by men un- 
der the very noses of the police nu attempt was 
made to arrest the riotous parties. the 
officers seeming indifferent beyond keeping the 
crowd somewhat away from the negroes. It 
could not be judged whether the indifference 
was the result of cowardice or sympathy with 
the strikers, but, whatever the reason, the gen- 
tleman said; the police didn’t perform their 
whole duty. A TRIBUNE reporter men- 
tioned this to Lieut. Byrne, b 
calied in Sergt. Miller, who was 
at the dock when the train stopped there. The 
Sergeant admitted that there was considerabie 
excitement, and that some stones were thrown 
kids who were mixed in with the crowd, 
said, however, that tne officers had 
bands so full keeping the crowd 
no opportunity to 
chase auybody. the existence 
of anys apathy with the acts of the strikers, 
and said he felt that every man Was per- 
fectiy willing to do bis utmost to get hoid of the 
men concerned in the assuull upon the 
train.

The train cousisted of 
three coaches and a baggage-car. The coaches 
were crowded, there being many women and 
children aboard. I went into the Yag- 

ge-car to talk with the baggage-imaster, 
eaving Judge Pillsbury in the forward or smok- 
ing-car. At the iron-ore docks in Bridgeport 
the train stopped to take vn some thirty labor- 
ers, employed in — ore by the Joliet Iron 
& Steel Company. lost of the meu 
were colored, und were brought up by the 
company each day from Juliet on the early 
morning train, and returned by the Dwigbt ab- 
commodation train each evening. When the 
docks were reached the laborers were seen 
standing at the side of the track under the 
protection of a squad of police, while 
near by was a howling and booting mob, who 
were jecring and tbrowing stones, and uttempt- 
ing to wake rusbes upon the negroes. The po- 
lice protected them after a fasbion, coutent- 
ing thewselves, {when a striker Decame 
too demonstrative, with pushing bim back 
among his friends. I saw one man who had 
thrown three stones ut a colored iavorer, 
and the policeman, instead of arrestin 
unn, just took bim by the shoulder an 
handed dim back to the crowd. It 
was with great difficulty that the men 
were finally got upou the train. and then they 
had to make a run for it. The train then 
started up, and ran all right unti! it reached the 
Pau- Handle crussimg, just ut this side of 
Brighton Park. In obedience to the railroad 
law, the train was there stop „ and suddenly 
four men jumped un the eaogine and beid ro- 
volvers to the head of the engineer, Mr. Joves 
telling him to bold his train there, which be did 

rtoree. At this Moment a moh, ranging from 
00 to 150, appeared upon the scene. They were 
armed with sticks, stones, and large pieces of 
cinder, and many of them had revolvers. 
Shots were fired, and hearing them 
the baggagemaster and myself opened 
the door and looked out. The mob made 
a wild rush for the smvuking-car, in which the 
laborers were seated, and wito revolvers in their 
hands drove the mer vut upon the track. One 
succeeded in hiding under tbe seat, but 
all the others were violentiy expelled, 
sticks being freely used in the process. 
When the unfortunate negroes reached the left 
side of the track the mob made anotber rush for 
them, and got several of them down. These 
they proceeded to kick and pound with 
their sticks in the most brutal man- 
ner, peiting them with stones and 
cinders. Iwo men who fell were at once set 
upon by at least a dozen, every one of whom, as 
he passed by. threw something at the men on the 
ground, Athird man, who attempted to re- 
main in the car, was so badly pounded that it 
was thought at tirst that be was skilled. 
The women and children run into the rear car, 
aud a great dealof excitement and terror pre- 
vailed among them. When the mischief bad all 
been dune, the riotera left as suddenly 
as they came, the conflict having lasted at 
least twenty minutes.

STATE AFFAIRS. 


The Loulsiana Congressional Districts 
— Tue Lottery Question in the Legi 
lavure. 

Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Ox«ceans, La., June 1.—The question of 
redistricting the State under the new census 
came up in the Democratic caucus at Baton 
Kouge last night. As the districts now stand 
ihe First and Second Districts are 37,000 votes 
less than their proportion, while the Third is 
18.000, the Fifth 18.006, and the Sixth 8,000 too 
much. The matter had been referred to a com- 
mittee who recommended only one change in 
the Convressicual districts, which was to take 
Ascension from the Third and annex it to the 
Second District. There was a difference of opin- 
won moug the men bers of the committee on 
the expediency of the proposed change, it be- 
ing contended that by iociuding Ascension the 
Demvucratic supremacy iu the Second District 
would be imperiiead, It was decided not to dis- 
turd the existing urrangement. 

In the House of Representatives yesterday 
the Eunmittoe on Corporations, composed of 
nume Democrats and three Kepublicans, united 
in u report on a bill to incoporate a pew lottery 
company, in whch they say of the pres- 
ent Louisiana State Lottery Company: in 
i868 a Kadical Legisiature fastened the 
present Louisiana State Lottery Company 
upon us. Various attempts have sinve been 
made to rid the State of this incubus, but in 
vain. In 1879 the Legisiature passed a. act re- 
pealing the charter of the company. During 
the debate un that measure it was stated un be- 
haif ot the company, and generaily credited, 
that in the contest between the Nichols and 
Puckard Guvcrowents for supremacy the lottery 
company turew upeu ics coffers to the Nichvils 
purty, thereby insurmg its success. in the 
meautime injunctions were sued out in the 
United States courts vrohiviting the State au- 
thorities from iutertering wito che ollicers and 
empwyes of the company. On the triat of these 
vcnuses Judge Hinze ided that a coutract ex- 
isted between the State aud the iotterà company 
waice Could not be abrogacved by the State Ley- 
isiature at will. From tuesc decisions no appeui 
wus taken by the Nichoils Governiwent, and 
they were allowed to become res judicata. It is 
argued that the luttery compauy has grown so 
powerful and influential in this State as to eu- 
duuger the liberties of our and that the 
only effectual resistance that cau be opposed 
Lhe Creation ot more of these evil agencies, 
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its dangerous po 
aid afforded the Nicholls Governmeut 
was such as could have been afforded to any in- 


lf one company is 
and franchise tnat fill to overtiowt 
other companies, whiist in the frui of simi- 
lar privileges, will join with the former and 
strain vere Sesve to defeat any rr ou l- 
culated to troy their charters. if one com- 
puny did establish the present Democratic Gov- 
ernment iu this State, what is there to prevent 
it, in conjunction with others, from having the 
present Constitution so amended as to prevent 
the expiradon of their charters io 1895?

FAIRFIELD, Jefferson Co., June L.—Wheat, rye, 
and oats, condition a little above the average: 
acreage of oats above; wheat and rye below av- 
eruge; grasses and potatoes, vcoodition coud; 
appies, peaches, plums, and early May coer- 
ries will be an average crop: iate cherries 
none. They were killed by frost April ll. That 
of May 22 did very little harm. Corn not haif 
planted; very badly burt by rains. If fair 
weather holds much may yet get in, but uot all 
that was wanted; mucb ground uot plowed, aud 
what is plowed unfit for planting without new 
stirring. It is not possible to make an average 
crop bere this year. 

Beaven, Boone Co., June 1.—Wheat, rye, oata, 
and barley never looked better. Our grasses 
here are wild, except muliet, and that is not sown 
extensively. Potatoes never looked better. 
Corn-pianting is all done, the acreage bemg 
very lure, fully one-half of all the crops piant- 
ed being corn. The prospect for crops was 
never better in this country since it was settled. 

KANSAS. 

GAYLogD, Smith County, June L—Growing 
grain never looked better. From present pros- 
pects winter wuent will average tweuty-five to 
thirty bushels per acre. Spring wheat looks 
equaily as weil. The acreage of winter and 
spring wheat in Osborne Couuty is about 18.000. 
Oats acr@ayve smull, but looks well. It is about 
ull plunted aad is dom well, considering the cool 
weather. There is u larger acreage of corn, 
bruom corn, and rice corn planted than ever 
before. Harvest will begin on or about the lich 
of June. Notomg damaged in this locality by 
frosts. Peacbes, currants, gooseberries, and ail 
small fruits will yield a high average. Flax is 
about one and oue-half inches bigh and doing 
well. We have bad more rainfail than any 
year previous sinoe the settiemeut of ibis 
county, and old setiers predict a larger yield of 
ali kinds ot grain than fur years before.

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One Poor Viotim Literally Roasted to Death 
and Three Others Badly 
Burned. 


Complete Destruction of Kaeseberg & 
Rinn’s Plaulng- Mill, a First-Class 
Tinder-Box, at the Corner of Crosby 
and Division Streets—Loss $25,000; No 
Insurance—The Foreman of the Mill 
Roasted Alive and Three of the Work- 
men Badly Burned. 

A fire which broke out shortly after 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning in the drying-room of Kaese- 
berg & Rinn's planing- mill, located at the south- 
west corner of Division and Crosby streets, re- 
suited ip a most disastrous copflagranion. Not 
only was the mil totally destroyed, to- 
gether with its valuable stock and ma- 
chinery, but there was also a loss 
of life involved. John Kartheiser, the 
foreman of the mill, met a horrible death in the 
names, being literally roasted alive, and three 
of the carpenters were also burned, one of them 
very seriously. The actual loss, so tar as the 
mill property and contents are concerned, will 
probably not exceed $25,000, but the loss is not 
covered by so much as a singie dollar of insur- 
ance, The proprietors said that the rates which 
they would have been obliged to pay had they 
carried any insurance would have soon eaten 
up the amount of the policies, the mill being a 
dry trame structure, located in a frame district, 
and coming under the head of what the insur- 
ance-men term “extra hazards.”’ 

The mill was a two-story frame, 100x150 feet 
in area, the main length being on Crosby street. 
At the northwest coruer there was a two-story 
addition about twenty feet square. At the 
northeast corner was the office, a little one-story 
frame. Just south of the main building and 
about fifteen feet distant stood a two-story 
frame barn and an open frame carriage shed. 
Stacked all around the mill were piles of lum- 
ber. From all toisit will be seen that the op- 
portunities for a large blaze were very promis- 
ing. The drying-room, where the fire started, 
wus just over the engine-room, the latter bemg 
immediately souta of and adjoining the 
oltice. Exactiy how the tire started is a 
mystery. The drying-room was well stocked 
with unseasoned timber which was undergoing 
the seasoning process by means of steam- pipes 
runum up from the engine-room. About 9:30 
o'clock one of the meu had occasion to open the 
drying-room door, and was at once driven back 
by the volumes of flame and smoke which burst 
from the room. Evidentiy the tire had been 
a considerable time at work before it found ao 
outlet by the opening of the door. About twen- 
ty-five men were working on the upper floor at 
the time, and these were panic-stricken by 
the smoke and stitiing heat in which they 
suddenly found themselves enveloped. Un- 
fortunately, the stairway leading to the first 
floor was within a very few feet of the dryimg- 
room and where the fire was the hottest. ine 
of the men rusbed at once to the stairway and 
managed to get down while it was still safe, 
though uncomfortable. Others hastened to the 
soutn end of the building, where there were 
some slides used for moving stock, and reached 
the ground by these ontiets. Still others best- 
tated, first going one way and then another, and 
finaliy waiting to guther up their tools and tool- 
boxes before taking any positive steps toward 
reaching a place of safety. Three of the men 
ot scorched for their delay and desire to secure 
their tool-boxes. One of them, Ferdinand 
was very severely buroed 
about the head and shoulders, he 
having rushed down the stairway 
when it was already aflame: The other two, 
Julius Koschoick and Fred Scherer, were 
slightly burned about the face and arms while 
making their exit through the south doors. 

in the meantime one of the workmen on the 
first floor had turned in a “still” to the nearest 
engine company, and almost at the same mo- 
ment Jobn O'Connor, the mill machinist, turned 
in an alarm from Box 846, corner ot Halsted and 
Division streets. This alarm went in at about 
¥:50, and brought the usual quota of engines. 
The flames, however, were spreading throuch 
and about the tinder-box structure with 
such starting rapidity that, the firemen were 
at once convinced that all they could possibly 
do was to save adjoining property, and to do this 
more assistance was necessary. So a second 
alarm followed the first by about five minutes, 
Cnief-Marsbal Swenie, with assistants and en- 
gines from the South Side, being soon ut the 
scene of destruction. Luckily the mill, though 
in dangerous proximity to a row of frame bulid- 
ings on Division street. was in the centre of a 
lot, and tolerabiy well isolated from the other 
buildings in the neighborhood. Had this not 
been the case the fire would dave reached aa 
extent impossible to estimate. As it was, the 
mill and its vast amouat of combustible stock 
succumbed like paper to the fury of the flames. 
The heat from the blazing mass was so intense 
as to nearly drive tbe firemen trom convenient 
working distance, and, while the nearest buiid- 
ings were kept as wet as they could be with the 
ditferent streams, the water was convegted into 
vapor almost too soon to check the break mg out 
of new flames. Until the mill crumbied and fell 
it was a question whether or not the frame 
dwellings in the immediate vicinity would be 
included in the general destruction. The vut- 
sides of these dweilinmgs were all more or less 
scorched. 

When the fire was fiercest the discovery was 
suddenly made that John Kartheiser, the fore- 
mau Of che mill, was missing. Anxious inquiries 
were at Once instituted by proprietors and men, 
and when notbing could be learned as to the 
foreman’s whereabouts anxiety was turned into 
the greatest alarm, for Kartheiser was a special 
favorit with bis employers, as well as with the 
men who worked under him. It was known that 
ut the time the tire was discovered the foreman 
was engaged oa the first floor, and finally 
one of the 
near him at that 
Kartheiser, upon first being apprised of the fire, 
ran toward the stairs, with the exclamation that 
he was going to save some papers. Other work- 
men recalied the fact that they had met some 
one rupning 7 the stairs while they were run- 
ning down. hen all this became known it was 
only too apparent that Kartheiser’s body was 
buried somewhere underneatn the seething 
débris, and men began digging in the ruius 
while the fire was still so hot as to defy their 
efforts. The wife of the missing foreman visited 
the scene while the search was being made. and 
her tears and mouus over the loss she feared, yet 
hoped against, were pitiful in the extreme. She 
was induced to leave before the awful discovery 
in the ruins was made. Shortly before noon 
the charred remains of the luckless foreman 
were found wedged und r some biackened and 
smoking timbers near the south edge of the 
ruins. The remains were burned beyond recog- 
nision, and presented a sickening spectacle. 
Tho feet and one arm were burned compietel 
otf, while the head and trunk were fairly cooked. 
It is supposed that Kartheiser ran up-stairs to 
secure some drawings and other valuable papers 
from his desk. Upon attempting to return by 
the stairway he was probabiy driven 
back by the flames, and suffocated 
his endeavors to reach the doors at the 
south ot the mill. The remains of the dead 
foreman were tirst taken to the morgue, but 
from there were removed to his late residence 
at No. 580 Sedgwick street, where an inquest 
wil be beld this morning. Deceased 
was atout 38 years old, and had four 
ehiidren, the eldest a boy of 12 years. 
It is said that Mrs. Kartheiser is in a delicate 
coudiuon at the present time, and that the 
shock which her husband's terrible fate has 
given her is not unlikely to produce grave re- 
sults. Kartheiser leaves his family in mod- 
erately comfortable circumstances. He was a 
native of Luxembourg, and a member of the 
Luxembourg Benevolent Association and other 
beneticiary orranizations. 

Springer, the curpeuter, who was badly burned 
about tue face and shoulders, is a married man. 
and lives at No. 62 Fremont street. Koscbinck 
lives at No. 611 Wood street, and Scherer ut No. 
52 Clybourn avenue. The two latter are not se- 
riously burned. 

Mr. Philip Kina, one of the owners of the mill, 
told a TRIBUNE reporter that the loss would 
probably not exceed $25,000. The  build- 
ing, erected immediateiy after the 
great fire, was not worth, including 
improvements and additions, more than 83.000. 
The machinery wus valued at $8,000, the tnished 
stock at $10,000, and the raw lumber on hand at 
$4,000. The mill employed about fifty men, 
more than half worki on the second floor. 
where sash, doors, biinds, and moidings were 
made, and where the fine work of the establish- 
ment was done. The first floor was used for 
dressing and matching boards. Mr. Rina stated 
further that the mill would probably be rebullt 
at once, and of fire-proof material 

About two weeks ago a fire started in the dry- 
ing-room of the mill, but was extingu 
fore any material damage had been done. Ex- 
traordinary precaution was resorted to after 
that morning, but all to no purpose.

DANIEL WEBSTER. 


A Large Bundle of His Letters Never 
Before Published Found in a Boston 
Junk-Sbhop. 

Boston Correspondence New York World. 

A number of valuable papers have just been 
found in an old juuk-shop in the lower part of 
the city, papers which would have been specially 
prized if they had only been discovered prior to 
the late ceatenuial anniversary of the birth of 
Daniel Webster. The papers are a batch of let- 
ters and other manuscripts of that eminent 
statesman, and were rescued, almost by avci- 
dent, just as they were about to be sent 
to a paper-mill. The bale of paper stock in 
which the junk-dealer found them came from 
New Bedford, but how the documents found 
their way into the mass of rubbish is not 
known. They are significant as affording an 
idea of the influence upon and the customs of 
Mr. Webster when he was at the zenith of his 
fame. The papers are mostly those which were 
received rather than those which were written 
by him, and the theory is that they became mis- 
laid during the confusion attending the burning 
of his old homestead in Marshfield a few years 
ago, and were subsequently sold for paper rags 
by some rural inhabitant who was ignorant of 
their value. Their genuineness cannot be for a 
moment questioned, fora score of the surviy- 
ing associates of the writers of some of tne let- 
ters readily nize the chirography, and Mr. 
Charies Levi Woodbury, the biographer and 
life-long triend of Mr. Webster, ideativies some 
of the documents as those which he was permit- 
ted to read during the lifetime of the great ex- 
pounder. 

President Tayior died on the 9th of June, 1850. 
A little more thun four montbs after bis inaugu- 
ration, and the executive power devolved upoa 
the Vice-President, Millard Fillmore, who ap- 
pointed Mr. Webster Secretary of State. Against 
the advice of many of his friends, Mr. Webster 
accepted the office. A special session of Con- 
— was soon after catled and received the 

resident’s inaugural message. Among the 

papers found in tne junk-shup were — 2 
cap pages on which were in Mr. Webster's own 
baud the opening portion of aut inaugural, to 
the end of the paragraph beginu ne: Mistakes 
will sometimes unavoidaviy bu. ven in 80 ex- 
tensive a country.” 

Mr. Healy, to whum the following letter is ad- 
dressed, is still living.

Regulating the Missouri River Lumber 
Business. 

The General Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the Southwestern roads held another 
meeting yesterday for the purpose of coming to 
sume understanding, if possible, regarding dif- 
ferential rates on lumber to Missouri River 
points, As stated yesterday, the committee of 
lumbermen, to whom the matter of settling this 
question bad been referred, were unable to come 
to any agreement. Consequently it was found 
necessary by the railroad officials to take some 
action by which the lumber rates could be 
maintained and the pooling arrangement car- 
ried out. There’ were present at yesterday's 
meeting C. H. Chappell and H. H. Courtright, 
Cuicugo & Aiton; E. P. Ripley and Faul Morton. 
Burlington; H. C. Wicker and C. G. Eddy, Chi- 
cago & Northwestern; R. R. Cable and J. T. 
Suuford, Rock Island; J. B. Carson and W. H. 
MeDoel, Hanuibal & St. Joe; J. F. Barnard and 
G. 1. Crosby, Kansas City, St. Joe & Council 
Biutts; 8. Frink, Missouri Pacific; J. C. Gault 
aud A, C. Bird, Wabash. Commissioner J. W. 
Midgley occupied the chair. After a lengthy 
discussion, it was. agreed that the maximum 
difference in lumber rates from Upper Missis- 
sippi to Missouri River points should be 34 cents 
per lw pouads above the rates from St. Louis to 
Missouri Kiver points. The question bow to 
scale down these differentials and apply them to 
the several secuions was tivally referred to Com- 
missioner Midgiey for arbitration. 

The question of what difference in rates from 
Chicago as above the rate from St. Louis should 
prevail was aiso referred to Commissioner Midg- 
ley to arbitrate. It wus also agreed that from 
June W the rate from St. Louis to Missouri 
River points sbould be 15 cents per 100 pounds. 
The present rate is 18% cents. batever differ- 
eutlals are agreed upon will be upon the 
new rate. 


Rallway Construction tn 1882. 

In regard to railway construction in 1882 the 
Railway Age says: 

Early in the beginning of the present year the 
impression began to prevail that the construc- 
tion of nen raiiwaysio this coun had fora 
time practically ceased, the resuit, it was be- 
lieved. of a natural revuision from the furor 
fur extensions which oad characterized 1881. 
That year, it will be remembered, was noted for 
the construction of a far greater railway mile- 
age thau any previous year in the history of the 
country, aguregating iweea 9,00% and 10.0 
miles. Thre seemed to be adding to our railway 
system at an excessive and unwarrantabie rate, 
aud it was assumed that a marked decrease 
would ensue, Thus far. however, this year 
these predictions buve not been justi- 
fied, but. on the contrary, Strange to say, the 
mileage of new roads already completed is fur 
greater thau during the same period for any 
previous year, and more twice 
as great as that for the tirst ive months of 1881 
even. To show these remarkable facts we have 
taken pains to obtain information as nearly 
compiete as possibile of the progress of track- 
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Totals in 36 States and Territories 120 3.480. 10 
From this tabie it will be seen that during the 
past ive months trackiaying has veen in proe- 
ress in thirty-six States and Territories upon at 
leust 120 roads, and that within that time no less 
than 4,450 miles Of new railway have been added 
in the United States. These tigures, moreover, 
are necessarily incomplete, as quite a number 
of roads have not yet responded to our inquiries 
for information, and on a number of others 
truckiaying nad but recently com . Al 
though, as has been said, construction during 
1881 was remarkably rapid, yet at this time last 
— only about 1. mies of new track bad 
n reported, or jess than 45 per cent of the 
aggregate for the present year, and not much 
more than 15 per cent of the total laid in 1881. 
A similar rate of construction for the remainder 
of this year would show tbe prodigious total of 
about 24,000 miles for 1882, but, of course, no 
such increuse is now possible. 

That raiiway-construction bas by no means 
been suspended, but hat, on the ocher band, an 
enormous mileage is to be added, is indicated 
by the | number of companies recently in- 
corporated, as weil as by the fact that prelim- 
inary work isin progress on many other lines 
which have not reacbed the stage of tracklay- 

By runuing through our own flies since 
Jan. 1. we find that we have referred to no less 
than 226 companies either newly incorporated 
or in process of construction, these being in ad- 
dition to the 120 covered by our table ot track- 
laying, and in addition to the others on which 
trackiaying isin progress but has not been re- 
ported. We believe it safe to say that there are 
at least 350 lines, covering at a moderute esti- 
mate a total of 26,000 miles, upon which work is 
now either in progress or is p to be com- 
menced during the present year! Of course, 
some of these projects may not speedily be un- 
dertaken, and a financial revulsion would put a 
temporary stop to many lines now under con- 
struction; but it the 8 harvest through- 
out the country is god. business aoes not 
experience a serious set-back, it is not uplikely 
that the mileage of railways constructed during 
— will nearly equai the remarkable record of

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Empty Charges Against the Librarian 
in Connection with the Purchase of 
Bohemian Books. 

The Chicago Press yesterday gave space to an 
article on the Public Library under the cap- 
tion of “Poole in Peril—A Crash Immivent— 
Startling Allegatiops of Crookedness—Members 
of the Board and Well-Known Publishers Im- 
plicated.” que reading matter subjoined was 

RANK WITH INSINUATIONS. 

as the following extracts will show: 

“ AdTairs at the Chicago Public Library are in 
a chaotic condition. There are rumors of an in- 
vestigution extant, which, if the charwes cur- 
rent are proven, will cause the bebeudal of 
Librarian W. F. Poole, and place Messrs. Smith 
and Callaghan in a position from whence they 
can extricate themselves only through the 
medium of ‘whitewash.’ Serious and appuar- 
eutly substantial allegations are made that 
there has been a misuse of the opportunities 
otfered, and that certains persons have ‘whacked 
up’ with the bookkeepers to ‘hog’ the com mis- 
sion ou all purchases of German and Bohemian 
works. This, in itself, daring the past two years, 
has amounted to a pretty sum, and the end is 
not yet, for the rumors are currentof a stiil 
more gigantic steal.“ If the robbery, as itis 
called in certain quarters, is checked before 
consummation, a retorm, 80 it is alleged, can 
only be reached by the discharge of Librarian 
Poole, 

“In the general mess of corruption the name 
of the Bobemiah member of the board eures 
largely. This geutleman bas a brother-in-law 
who furnishes volumes to the library at what 
are said to be extortionate rates.” 

A TRIBUNE reporter called lust evening upon

at his residence in Evanston for the purpose of 
hearing what he bad to say concerning the 
charges. There is nothing un. said be, Vat 
jeast so far as | know anything about it. The 
library h as been trying to supply the dif- 
ferent nationalities with books print- 
ed in ir own languages, and among 
others Bohemian. We have had 
recently au invoice of Bohemian books, and 
some among the lot were such as to Cause some 
ditfereuces of opinion among the Bohemian so- 
cieties of the city. One of the societies objected 
to some of the books, but 1 don't think the 
faults they had to find extended to more (bap a 
dozen books, certainiy not to more than $2 
worth in all. There appears to bave been al- 
ways some little feeling between different fac- 
tions of the Bohemians, and the books in ques- 
tion bave furnisbed a new subject of dissension. 
My personal opinion was that these few books 
ought not to go upon the shelves, and they buve 
been quietly laid aside. I took the action myself, 
without consulting the board, and thougut the 
board, if the matter was laid before them would 
do as I did. If there is anything eise wrong 1 
know sotbing about it. Dr. Schmidt and Mr. 
Callahan whose names have been dragged in, are 
members of the board. The idea that such gen- 
tlomen areimplicatedin a ‘steal’ is two ab- 
surd. The Bohemian publisher referred to is 
August Geringer, a bookdealer and pubiisber, 
and the proprietorof the Daily Scornost. He 
has supplied books twice, and has imported such 
as the library ordered from the City of Prague, 
and | bave no reason to beiieve that Mr. Gering- 
er supplied them on any other than fair and 
equitable terms. A sbort time ago, 
however, I saw a letter written by this 
Bobemian society to Dr, Walker, in which the 
statement was made that more was paid for the 
books than somebody elise could buve purchased 
them for. The facuon went so faras to employ 
an emissary at Prague to keep them informed. 
Mr. Geringer, quite naturally, does the bindmg 
of Bohemian literature for the library, but 1 
think bis prices uniformly fair. 

“The German books ure purchased through 
William Floto, and the idea that be is plunder- 
ing the library is equally absurd. It is the cus- 
tom of the board in ordering new books to 
muke bexagraph copies of*the list and send 
them to iearned men in the city for 
the purpose of hearing any objections or 
suggestions they may haveto make. This wus 
not done with the Bohemian list for obvious 
reasons. The books ‘shelved’ are cupies of 
Boccacio, Paul de Kock, and similar writers, and 
may be disposed of at almost any time by pri- 
vate sale, or better still, may be exchanged for 
other and more readable books.“

RELIGIOUS. 


Unsuccessful Attempts to Beconsider 
the Action the United Presbyteri- 
ans Allowl Instrumental Music in 
Churches. 

Spec tal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Moxuobrn, III., June L.—With the decision of 

the question of instrumental music in church 
worship the labors of the United Presbyterian 
General Assembly were about completed. The 
morning session today was occupied with re- 
ports of committees and the reading of the an- 
swer of the special committee on the protest of 
Dr. Harper and others against the assembly's 
action deciding the overture to repeal the law 
on instrumental music carried by a clear con- 
stitutional majority of the vote in the presby- 
teries. The answer of the committee, signed 
by Drs. Kerr and MacDill and J. W. Martin, 
is in substance as follows: 


First—The reason of the protest is that the 
assembly in this decision acted on a false inter- 
pretution of our constitudonai law on over- 
tures. The error specifically alleged is that the 
assembly confined its count to yeas and nays. 
The reported general remarks in the protest in 
regard to the law are not disputed. What we 
deny is, that it was an error not to count as 
votes what wasin fact the non-voting of per- 
sons reported as silent. Constitutional law re- 
quires simply a return of the votes given in the 
presbyteries, and desiguates expressly yeas and 
pays as what are to be returned. It makes no 
mention of anything else to be counted, or 
even noted, by clerks of presbyteries. 
The only recognition in any 0 our 
laws of silent or non-voters is in 
a mere rule of order, and there they are directed 
to be counted with the majority. Further, this 
assembly acted in this matter under an authori- 
tative coustruction of tne law adopted by the 
last assembly. ‘Ibis construction is conciusive 
and binding until regularly repealed, and is in 
these words: “A vote is something different 
from not voting.” One more than one-half the 
vote cast is evidently a clear constitutional ma- 
jority. The majority voting settles the matter 
without reference to those yoting. They are 
then reckoned with the majority, according to 
Rule of Order 66. It was under this construction 
of the law by the supreme authority of the 
Church that the overture on instrumental music 
was sent downto the presbyteries. Under it 
the presbyteries voted, and under it this as- 
sembly was bound to count returns, and, so 
counting it, couid not do otherwise than deciare 


the overture carried by a clear constitutional f[ 


majority. But, aside from this, the uniform 
practice of the Church in count votes in 
overtures made a common law on this subject 
which the assembiy was bound to respect. It is 
the practicai interpretation of the law given by 
the Church in her whole history of 
overtures, If, as is claimed in the pro- 
test, the votes of the whole Church 
can mean nothing less than the votes of all those 
present in the presbyteries, whether they cast 
their vote or not, then we have had no voted 
adoption of any overture, not even of our 
book of government or directory for worship, 
especially not of the law on instrumental music. 

Second—The general reason of the protest is 
that the decision ot the assembly is in conflict 
with a sense of equity, ia that there was not 
given opportunity to make further inquiry for 
nou- votes, and in counting votes of alleged 
violators of the law on instrumental mu- 
sic. As to the refusa! of the assembly 
to go into an irregular inquiry for non-votes 
other than were reported, it was justified by the 
uselesness of inquiry to the count le re- 
guired and an unnecessary waste of time. As 


to votes alleged to have been given by violators | 


of the law. it is sufficient to say assem- 
bly did not have before it any formal complaints 
of the kind, and had no power to deprive of the 
right of voting persons never judicially con- 
demned or even arraigned. ussem- 
bly had been forced to go back of the 
returns and throw out all the irregu- 
lar voting that appears to have been done. 
the majority for the overture would in all prob- 
ability bave been far in excess of the negative 
vote and all silent and chalienged votes to- 
gether. 

A great many members left this morning in 
order to reach home before Sunday, and there 
were some intimations that an attempt would 
be made this afternoon to force some action 
through the assembly to defeat the repeal of the 
law. On this account friends of the repeat staid 
pretty close during the efternoon. The only 
thing of importance, aside from reports of com- 
mittees, buwever, was another protest pre- 
sented by Dr. Baiph, signed by thirty 
members and a dosen lobby members. is 
protest was a long barangue against the awful- 
ness of the repeal, and was promptly referred to

The Stock Market Opens Du 


and Strong, but Closes 
Weaker. 
The Market Depressed by An- 
ticipations of Gold Ship- 
ments. 


The Produce Markets Active and Very 
Irregular— An Early Decline, Fol- 
lowed by a Radical 
Advance.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks were dull at the opening, though steady. 
The market was featureless tiil after the morn- 
ing hour, when prices weakened, and a good 
deal of the gain of the previous day was lost. 
The deciine was attributed in part to the appre- 
hension of renewed gold shipments, Another 
theory of the drop was that the market was put 
down by the bulls im order to buy stocks. Jay 
Gould denies the report that he is to go to Bu- 
rope. stocks closed strong on Wednesday, and 
Wall street prophets said the market looked as 
if it were going higher Thursday. Thursday it 
declined, and the same time-serving prophets 
announce that today if may go lower. 


increased to 3%, semi-annual, and on the pre- 
ferred to 2 per cent, quarterly. The common 
advanced to 131%, closing at 130%, and the pro- 
ferred to 145%, closing at 145K. 

The shorts covered freely on Wednesday, and 
sold again yesterday morning.

A Wall street paper thinks the activity of Jay 
Gould in the Mutual Union an ominous thing 
for Western Union stockholders. His own engi- 
neers, it says, have been recently employed in 
mapping out extensions of its lines to ail pay ing 
points which they do not now reach. According 
to the recetit decisions which Mr. Gould suc- 
ceeded in obtaining from tbe courts there would 
be uothing whatever to prevent the Mutual 
Union Company from leasing the Western 
Union for a term of years for any consideration 
which the respective Boards of Directors might 
consider sufficient, be the amount great or small. 

The net April earnings of the Missouri Pacific 
system, including all operated and leased lines, 
and the Texas & Pacific Road, increased $277,843 
over the corresponding montb of last year. 

Union Pacific earnings increased $680,000 in 
the first three months of this year. 

The Financial Chronicle points out to the bears 
that their talk of the possibility of a decline in 
stock is precisely as when they were 2, . 40 
points higher than they are at present, whereas 
the probability of any further large decline is 
greatly reduced by the fact thatthe unfavor- 
able possibilities have already been discounted 
in many cases, and that stocks are down for that 
very reason. For instance, with Louisville & 
Nashville at 73%, against 110% as the highest 
point in 1881, has not the possibility of a suspen- 
sion or reduction of dividends been discounted? 
With Lake Shore at 101, instead of 155, has nota 
reduction, say to 6per cent per annum, been 
discounted? When the stock of a prominent 
railroad sells down in the fifties it has evidently 
reached the level of those which have no expec- 
tation of dividends for some time to come.

Inquiries of leading hardware fyms on the 
subject of the ironworkers’ strike at the East 
result in information to the effect that the sup- 
ply of sheet-iron in the country is hardly sufli- 
cient for six weeks’ consumption, and that the 
stock of nailson hand will not last one month. 
The trouble could not come at a more inoppor- 
tune period for the heavy dealers, as these gen- 
erally make their yearly contract rates on the 
ist of June. Under the circumstances this cus- 
tom will to a great degree bave to be honored in 
the breach this year if the strikes prove of long 
duration. The lack of nails, sbouid the season 
of non-production be extended, will be severely 
feit all over the country, and will inter- 
fere greatly with projected bujlding 
operations. Wholesale dealers here, in 
anticipation ot the pending strike, have for 
some time been peddling out their nails in the 
smallest possible lots, refusing to sell car-lots to 
any of their customers. The price, which a 
fortnight ago was $3.25 per 100 lbs, is now firm 
at $3.75, and there is a strong likelihood that a 
farther advance will be made unless the ma- 
chines are soon set in motion. Bar iron is 
now sec. 

A good many members of the Board of Trade 
seem to be of the opinion that now is the time 
to repeal all anti-corner rules, and let the 
members fall back on the time-honored princi- 
ple that all contracts are valid unless made un- 
der duress. It is certain that therule now long 
tried has failed to give satisfaction. There are 
all grades and shades of opinion as to the 
ground intended to be covered by the rule, and 
very few can agree as to what ought to be 
decided under it. There are, however, two or 
three leading points upon which the great ma- 
jority of the members would agree, provided 
they were submitted while no trades were pend- 
ing likely to be affected by the vote. They may 
be roughly stated as follows: 

1, Both buyer and seller should be required to 
live up to the full terms of the contract. The 
buyer should be required to receive the property 
when tendered, and pay for it the price agreed 
upon. The seller should be required to deliver 
at the stipulated price. 

2. The fact that a man offers to ‘sell property 
is prima-facie evidence that he has the right to 
do so. It is no business of the buyer to ask 
where, when, and how that richt has been or will 
be acquired. Neither has the seller the right to 
ask the buyer what disposition the latter designs 
to make of the property. Or rather we may say 
that each party bas the right to stand back upon 
his dignity, and decline to answer such a ques- 
tion if put by the other. 

3. Both, parties may properly be required to 
deposit ample security in the shape of margins; 
and where any doubt arises it is perfectly 
legitimate to namea figure far above or below 
the current market price as the value of the 
property tor margina! purposes, 

4. The rules of the board may very properly 
be framed saBas to protect a man who can prove 
that he has defaulted through no fauit of his 
own. It a fire destroy property about to be de- 
livered, or if it arrive late after due diligence has 
been exercised to obtain the transportation in 
ampie time, the seller is ina very different po- 
sition to that occupied by the man who’ does 
not buy because the market is too high to suit 
his ideas of propriety. The fact that the market 
has advanced is no argument at all against the 
filling of a contract. If it be one, then the buyer 
bas an equal right to refuse to take and pay for 
property that is lower than the contract price. 

The sooner the board gets back to this basis 
for trading the more healthy will be the trade 
for all copeerned.

In case we differ on any subject you are to pur- 
sue your way uninfiuenced by me. 

** That I will (and I swear to it) never cause 
you, knowingly, to shed one tear or pass one 
moment in sorrow so far as any act of unkind- 
ness on my part is concerned. 

“*That at all times and in all places I shall 
show to you the profoundest respect as the first 
lady in the land in your busbaana’s opinion. 

“That you shall pever be required to admit 
me to the position of a husband until such time 
as you deem best; that in that, as all things eise 
of like nature, you may fully and entirely gov- 
ern; that my language and conduct in your 
presence shall be that of a Christian gentieman, 
und that I shall love, honor, respect, and cherish 
you until death do us part. That what bas been 
said, done, or written in the past few months 
never be referred to or mentioned. Now, then, 
dear one, you bave said that you would believe 
your husband what he wrote after mature re- 
flection; it is bere, as the constitution of our 
union. You asked me to be a man and bear up; 
Il bave dont. You asked me to control my 
feelings; itis done. You asked me to think of 
you—to consider you, Ibave done 60, and as 
the result write this, believing that you can be 
happy with me. Now there is one thing that 
I beg; by all means in your power induce your 
dear mother to come here and live. 1 love her 
and want her with me. . 

Aud. iustly, my darling, 1 say this letter is 
not the result of impulse or feeling, and can 
not de added to by a bundred others. | also 
say nothing else is left to be said or done by 
me. Time will not enable you to do more than 
the present offers, but I will state, and your 
good sense will accord with my opinion in this, 
your continued absence is causing remark and 
attention, that my position is bemg seriously 
affected in every way, that it will be more diffi- 
cult to readjust our affairs after such delay, 
and as nothing under the G@ircumstances 
is to be gained by a longer separation, 
I therefore ask that you will answer fully this 
letter promptly, and say what you will do. If 
you will recall our last interview you will see 
the correctness of whatIisay.

Witness tes- 
tified that her busband quarreied with ber on 
the train when they were returning to St. Louis. 
Witness said that after their return he 
would not take her out anywhere, and said be 
was not go to show ner any courtesies, and 
that he intended to tell everybody in St. Louis 
that they were living together as man and wife 
only in name. His conduct was about the same 
as before the separation until November, when 
hig treatment was worse than ever before. On 
one occasion he threateved to lock ber up in ber 
room becuuse she took a walk before dinner 
and did not return at 2 o'clock, although she 
came in a few minutes afterwards. Ou another 
occasion at night, between 1 and 2 o'clock, he 
was talking and | could not go to swep at all, 
and he said, * you will bave to listen to me,’ and 
he pulled the pillow from under my head 
and worried me so that I could not sleep. 
i got up and dressed, intending to

THE WIFE FINALLY GETS AWAY FOR GOOD. 
In March, 1882, sue got permissiun from her

A number of letters from Mr. Davenport to Mrs. 
Mclotyre were put in evidence—in one of which, 
dated Sept. 5, 1880, he said: 

“TI want Alice to come back to me, and let the 
past be forgotten, and never, by her, me, or any 
one else, again mentioned. 

“I do not k or expect her love, or 
shall have the ition of busband to her yet or 
maybe never; lonly ask that she come to me 
that Im ve my love by acts of constant de- 
votion. “Tilce is holy and I do not believe my- 
self capabie of thinking of ber otherwise in che 
future. But, Ob! my God! I cannot live with- 
out ber. and if she does not come quickiy | shall 
surely die. I feel myself breaking; liquor alone 
keeps me up, and my heart is aimost bursting. 
What I herein write I solmenly promise, for God 
sake believe me and send Alice to me, for 1 
cannot wait much longer or | shall have to re- 
turn to New York. cannot, will not live if 
separated from ber. Give her these flowers, and 


„tell her that if she waits much longer she will 


come to put flowers on her dead husband. My 
heart, like the flowers, is withered, but, On! 
Heaven help me and send my Alice to make 
them bloom again.

“HATED TO SEE A MAN 80 PUERILE.” 

Francis N. McIntyre, of Savannah, Ga., a 
brotner of Mrs. Davenport, testiued to the scene 
that took piace in the interview at New York 
between Mr. Davenport and his mother. Daven- 
port rolled himself on the floor and begged ber 
to ald him in getting his wife to return to him. 
“That,” said he. went on for several hours, 
and was exttemely disrusting to me, as I hated 
to see a man, as Mr. Davenport was, so pueriie.” 

Testimony was given by Mrs. Davenport's 

bysician, the proprietor of a hotel at which the 
Javenports boarded, and various other persons, 
corroborating points of Mrs. Davenport's evi- 
dence; and the Court immediately gave the 
plaintiff a decree, with alimony and restorauon 
of ber maiden pame, ag stated in the beginning 
of this article.

A Compjaint About Street Car Manage- 
ment, ; 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune.

About Cooking Sice. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Cricaco, June I.—Au article copied in Tur 
TRIBUNE of Wednesday on cooking rice says 
that “only just enough cold water should be 
poured on to prevent the rice from burning at 
the bottom of the pot, while the first half-aozen 
cook-books I lay my hand on say rice should be 
boiled in a good deal of water and then drained. 
Both methods are incorrect. Rice cooked by 
the first method will boll dry and scorch before 
it becomes tender, while cooked by the latter it 
will be comparatively tasteless, and by no 
means satisfactory to a lover of the properly- 
prepared article. Happily there is a mode of 
cooking it that at all times gives a dish accepta- 
ble to both taste and sight. It is this: Put one 
measure of rice and three measures of cold 
water in a kettie over a moderate tire. Stir oc- 
casionally from the bottom while it is swelling, 
or until tae water begins to boil and the rice to 
hup about ip the kettle. Cover closely and cook 
till tender. As soon as the rico becomes tender 
lift itiightly from the bottom of the kettie by 
iuserting a fork close to its side, underneath the 
rice, as this permits the steam and moisture to 
escape, and when skillfully done renders the 
kernels very distinct and separate.

The Canal as a Means of Drainage. 
Zo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

CHICAGO, June L—We are now told that the 
canal is so full of water that it will boid no 
more; hence the pumps which are being put up 
at Bridgeport cannot be used until the water 
subsides, or the banks of the canal are raised. 
Would it not be well in such a case to open the 
sluice-gates at Lockport and let the water go, 
and thus obviate the necessity for pumping al- 
tugether? If the cana! were enlarged to 300 feet 
in width and fifty feet in depth, and the water 
therein still heid at Lockport as it now is, that 
is, only so much allowed to escape as is required 
for locking boats and for running the mills at 
Lockport, the purposes of drainage and pure 
water for Chicago would be no better subserved 
than they now are. The reasons for hold the 
wuter in aship-canal would be just as d as 
for holding it in the present canal. Why mbt? 

From a cursory view—for I have only gianced 
at the situation from the car window wulle rush- 
ing pust—I Will venture the assercion that if the 
siuices were kept running, as they might de, to 
the verge of obstructing navigation, a constant 
stream of lake water would be co ing through 
the city, and the outflow of sewage toward 
the crib would be arrested. The Ful- 
lerton avenue pumps could then be stopped, the 
Bridgeport pumps would be needless, the sedi- 
ment inthe bottom of the canal would wash 
out, navigation in the Llinois River would be 
bevetited, and no injury would be worked to 
the water of the rivers below Joliet. Is it not 
wortn while to try this simple expedient? Now, 
in behalt of this great peopie whose health and 
lives are imperiled, let the siuices be opened 
whenever the stage of water in the lake wil 
permit. ISay permit,“ for the lake and canal 
as far as Lockport are always at a level. and 
even at the lowest stage of water the canal is 
navigable. Consequentiy, when from nortberly 
winds the water is above that more or less can 
be spared, while in winter the low can bo con- 
stant. 

That this great city, situated as it is on a vast 
body of the finest water in the world, should be 
subjected to the necessity of using polluted 
water, and be exposed to noxious vapors be- 
cause of the punctilious notions of canal o- 
cials, or the pretentiousness of civil engineers, 
or the greed of interested parties, or for any 
other reason or cause, is au outrage which can- 
not be characterized in terms too severe.

Why the Struggle Came Be- 
tween the North and the 


South, 
And What Was Accomplished by 
the Victory of the 
Nation. 


„Free Hands, Free Lips, Self-Government, and 
the Sovereignty of the 
Individual.” 


The memorial services at the Academy of 
Music, New York, on the evening of Decoradon- 
Day were of more than ordinary interest. Gea. 
Henry A. Barnum acted as temporary Chair- 
man, and Gen. James McQuade as Permanent 
Chairman. At their rigut sat Benjamin KH. 
Brewster. Attorney-General of the United 
States: Charles J. Folger, Secretary of the 
Treasury; Gen. Hancock, President Arthur, and 
Gen. Grant, in the order named; at their left 
were Roscoe Conkling, the Rev. Dr. J. P. New- 
man,and Mayor Grace. 

Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, the orator of the oc- 
casion, spoke as follows: 

This day is sacred to our heroes dead. Upon 
their tombs we bave lovingly laid the wealth of 
spring. ‘This is a day for memory and tears. A 
mighty Nawon bends above its honored graves 
and pays to nobie dust the tribute of its love. 

Gratitude is the fairest lower that sheds its 
perfume in the heart. Today we tell the history 
of our country’s tife—recount the lofty deeds 
of vanished years-@he toil and suffering, the 
defeats and victories of heroic men—ot men 
who made our Nation great and free. 

We see the first ships whose prows were gilded 
by the Western sun. We feel the thrill of dis- 
covery when the New Worid was found. We see 
the oppressed, the serf, the peasant, and the 
slave—men whose flesh bad known the chill of 
chains—the adventurous, the proud, the brave, 
sailing an unknown sea, seeking homes in un- 
known lands. We see the settlements, the little 
clearings, the block house and the fort, the rude 
and lonely buts. Brave wen, true women, 
builders of homes, fellers of forests, founders 
of States! Separated from the Old World— 
away from the beartiess distinctions of caste; 
away from sceptres and titles and crowns—they 
governed themselves. They defended their 
homes, they earned their bread. Each citizen 
had a voice, and the little villages became al- 
most republics. 

Slowly the savage was driven, foot by foot, 
back in the dim forest. The days and nights 
were filled with fear, and the slow years with 
massacre and war, and cabins’ earthen floors 
were wet with blood of mothers and their babes. 

But the savages of the New World were kinder 
than the Kings and nobiles of the Old; and 80 
the human tide kept coming, and the places of 
the dead were filled. 

Amid common dangers and common hopes 
the prejudices and feuds of Europe faded slow- 
ly from their hearts. From every land, of every 
speech. driven by want and lured by hope, ex- 
iles and emigrants sought the mysterious Con- 
tinent of the West. Year after year the col- 
onists fought, and toiled, and suffered, and in- 
creased. They began to talk about liberty—to 
reason of the rights of mao. They asked no 
help from distant Kings, and they began to 
doubt the use of payimg tribute to the useless, 
They lost respect for Dukes and Lords, and held 
in hig esteem all honest meu. 

THE DREAM OF INDEPENDENCE. 


There was the dawn of a new day. They be- 
gan to dream of independence. They found 
that they could make and execute the laws. 
They haa tried the experiment of self-goveri- 
ment. They had succeeded. The Old World 
wished to dominate the N ew. 
keeping of the colonists was the destiny of this 
coutinent—of half the worid. 

On tbis day the story of the great struggie be- 
tween colonists and Kings should betoid. We 
should teil our children of the contest—tirst for 
justice, then for freedom. Wee should tell them 
the history of the Deciaration of independeace— 
the chart and compass of all human rights— that 
all men are equal and have the right to life, lib- 
erty, and joy. This declaration uncrowned 
Kings and wrested from the hands of titled 
tyranny the sceptre of usurped and arbitrary 
power. It superseded royal grants and repealed 
the cruel statutes of a thousand years. It gave 
the peasant a career, it Knigbted all the sons of 
toil, it opened ail the paths to fame and put the 
star of hope above the cradle of the poor man's 
babe. 

England was then the mightiest of nations— 
mistress of every sea-—and yet our fathers, 
poor and few, detied ber power. Today we re- 
member the defeats, the victories, the disasters, 
the weary marches, the poverty, the hunger, the 
sufferings, the agonies, and, above all, the 
glories of the Revolution. We remember all— 
from Lexington to Valley Forge, and from that 
midnight of despair to Yorktown’s cloudless 
day. We remember the soldiers and th! ikers— 
the heroes of the sword and pen. They had the 
brain and beart, the wisgom and the courage to 
utter and defend these words: “ Governments 
derive their just powers from ine consect of the 
governed.” In defeuse of this sublime and 
self-evident truth the war was waged and won. 
Today we remember all the beroes, all the 
generous and chivairic men who came from 
other lands to make ours free. 

Of the many thousands who shared the 
gioom and glory of the seven sacred years 
not une remains. The last bas mingled with 
the earth, and neariy all are sieeping now 
in uomarked graves, and some beneath 
the leaning, crumbling stones, fpom whica 
their names have been effaced by Time's irrev- 
erent and relentiess hand. But the Nation they 
tounded remains. The United States are still 
free and independent. The “Government de- 
rives its just powers from tbe consent of the 
governed,’ and 50,000,000 of people remember 
with gratitude the heroes of the Revolution. 

To-day we remember tne beroes of the sec- 
ond war with Engiand,in which our fathers 
fought for the treedom of the seas, for the 
rights of the American sailor. We remember 
with pride the splendid victories of Erie and 
Champlain, and the wondrous achievements 
upon the sea—achievements that covered our 
navy with a glory that neither the victories nor 
defeats of the future can dim. Weremember 
the heroic services and sufferings of those who 
fought the merciiess savage of the froutier. We 
see the midnight massacre and bear the war- 
cries of the allies of England. We see the flames 
climb round the happy homes, and in the 
charred and blackened, ruins we see the muti- 
ia~ted bodies of wives and children. 

Peace came at last, crowned with the victory 
of New Orieans—a victory that did redeem ail 
sorrows” and all defeats. The Revolution gave 
our fathers a free land—the war of 1812 a free 
sea. Today we remember the gallant men who 
bore our tlag in triumph from the Rio Grande 
to the ‘hights of Chapultepec. Leaving out of 
question the justice of our cause—the necessity 
for war—we are yet compelled to appiaud the 
marvelous courage of our troops. A handful 
of men, brave, impetuous, determined, irresisti- 
ble—conquered a nation. Our history has no 
record of more daring deeds. 

„ CONTRASTING NORTH AND SOUTH. 

Again peace came, and the Nation hoped and 
thought that strife was at an end. We had 
grown too powertul to be attacked. Our re- 
sources were boundless, and the future seemed 
secure, The hardy pioneers meved to the Great 
West. Beneath their rmgimg strokes the forests 
disappeared, and on the prairie waved the bil- 
lowed seas of wheat and corn. The great plains 
were crossed, the mountains were conquered, 
and the foot of victorious adventure pressed the 
shore of the Pacilic. In the great North all the 
streams went singing to the sea. turning wheels 
and spindies and casting shutties back and 
forth. Inventions were springing like magic 
from a thousand brains. From labor's 
holy aitars rose and leaped the smoke 
and flame, and from the countiess forges 
rang * chant. of rhythmic stroke. 
But in the South the negro toiled unpaid tnd 
mothers wept while babes were sold, and at the 
auction block husbands and wives speechlesiy 
looked the last good-by. Fugitives, lighted by 
the North Star, sought liberty on Eawlish soil 
and were by Northern men thrust back to whip 
and chain. The great statesmen, the successful! 
politicians, announced that law bad compromised 
with crime, that justice had been bribed, and 
that time had barred appeal. A race was left 
without a right, witnout a hope. The future 
had no dawn, no star—pothing but ignorance 
and fear, nothing but work and want. This was 
the conclusion of the statesmen, the philosophy 
of the politicians—of constitutional ex pounders. 
This was denided by courts and ratitied by the 
Nation. 

We bad been successful i. three wars. We 
had wrested thirteen colonies from Great 
Britain. We bad conquered our place upon the 
bigh seas. We had added more than two mill- 
ions of square miles to the Nationui domain. 
We bad increased in population from three to 
thirty-one millious. e were in the midst of 
plenty. We were rich and free. Ours appeared 
to be the most prosperous of nations. But it was 
only appearance. The statesmen and the pol- 
iticlans were deceived. Real victories can be 
won only for the right. The triumph of justice 
is the only peace. Such is the nature of things. 
He who ensiaves another cannot be free. e 
who attacks the right assaults bimeelf. 

The mistakes our fathers made had not been 
corrected. The foundations of the Kepublic 
were insecure. The great dome of the temple 
was Clad in the light of prosperity, but the cor- 
ner stones were crumbiing. Four millions of 
human beings were enslaved. Party cries had 
been mistaken for Fong eno partisanship for 
patriotism, saceess for justice. But pity point- 
ed to the scarred and bieeding backs of siaves: 
merey beard the sobs of mothers reft of babes’ 
and justice heid aloft the scales in which one 
drop of biood shed by a master’s lash out- 
weighed a nation’s gold. There were a few 
meu, a few women, who bad the courage to at- 
tack this Monstrous crime. They found it in- 
trenched in constitutions, statutes, and de- 
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y were real philanthropists, 
true patriots. When the will defies fear, when 
the heart applauds the brain, when duty throws 
the gauntiet down to fate, when honor scoras to 
compromise with death—this is bheroisms,

Tue Northern Radicals were richt. Upon the 
greut issue of free homes for free men a Presi- 
dent was elected by the free States. The South 
appealed to the sword and raised the standard 
of revolt. for the first time in history the op- 
pressors rebelled. But let us today be great 
enough to forget individuals—great enough to 
know that slavery was treason, that slavery was 
rebellion, that slavery fred upon our flag and 
sought to wreck and strand the mighty ship that 
pears the hope and tortune of this world. 

The first shot liberated the North. Constitu- 
tions, statutes, and decisions—compromises, 
piattorms, and resolutions, made, passed, and 
ratified in the interest of slavery became mere 
legal lies, mean and meaningless, base and base- 
less. Parchment and paper couid no longer stop 
or stay dhe onward march of man. The North 
was free. Millions instantly resoived that the 
Nation should not die—that freedom should not 
perish and that slavery should not live. Millions 
of our brothers, our sons, our fathers, vur hus- 
bands answered to the Nation's call. 
armies have desolated the earth; the greatest 
soldiers have been ampition’s dupes. They 
wage l war for the sake of place and pillage, 
pomp and power, for the ignorant applause of 
vulgar millions, for the flattery of parasites and 
the adulation of sycophants and slaves. Let us 
proudly remember that in our time the greatest, 
the grandest, the noblest army of the world 
fougbt—not to enslave, but to free; not to de- 
at ray, but to save: not simply for themselves, 
but for others; not for conquest, but for con- 
science; not only for us, but for every land 
and every race. With courage, with en- 
thusiasm, with devotion never ex- 
celled, with an exaltation and purity 
of pu „% never egquaied, this grand army 
fought the battles of the Republic.

THE MEANING OF OUR FLAG. 

The flag for which the heroes fought, for which 
they died, is the symboi of all we are, of all we 
hope to be. It is the emblem of equal rights, It 
means free hands, free lips, self-governmegt, 
and the sovereignty of the individual. It 
means that this continent has been dedicated to 
freedom. It means universal education—light 
tor every mind, knowledge for every child. It 
means that the school-house is the fortress of 
liberty. It means that “governments de- 
rive their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed’; that each man 
is accountable to and for the Govern- 
ment; that responsibility goes band in hand 
with liberty. It means that it is the duty of 
every citizen to bear nis share of the public bur- 
den—to take part in the affairs of his town, bis 
county, bis State, and his country. It means 
that the ballot-box is the ark of the covenant; 
that the source of authority must not be poi- 
soned. It means the perpetual right of peade- 
ful revolution. It means that every citizen Of 
the Republic, native or naturalized, must be 
protected at home in every State, abroad in ev- 
ery lana, on every sea. It means that all dis- 
tinctions based on birth or biood have perished 
from our laws; that our Government shail stand 
between labor and capital, between the weak 
and strong, between the individual and the cor- 
poration, between want and wealth, and give 
and guarantee simple justice to each and all. 
It means that there shall be a legal remedy for 
every wrong. It means National hospitality— 
that we must weicome to our shgres the exiles 
of the worid, and that we may not drive them 
back. Some may be deformed by labor, dwarfed 
by hunger, broken in spirit, victims of tyranny 
and caste—in whose sad taces may be read the 
touching record of a weary life—and yet their 
children, born of liberty and love, will be sym- 

etrical and fair, inteiligent, and free. 

That flag is the emblem of a supreme will—of 
a Nation's power. Berteath its fvids the weakest 
must be protected and the strongest muat obey. 
it shields and canopies alike the loftiest man- 
sion and the rudest hut. That flag was given to 
the air in the Revolution’s darkest days. It rep- 
resents the sufferings of the past, the glories yet 
to be, and, like tne bow of heaven, it is the child 
of storm andsun. This day is sacred to the 
great heroic host who kept this tag above our 
heuds, sacred to the living and the dead, sacred 
to the scarred and maimed, sacred to the wives 
who gave their husbands, to the mothers who 
gave their sons. 

Here in this peaceful land of ours—bere where 
the sun shines, where flowers grow. where chii- 
dren play—millions of arme men battled for 
the right and breasted on a thousand fields the 
iron storms of war. 

These brave, these incomparable men, founded 
the first Republic. They fuifilied the prophecies, 
they brought to pass the dreams, they realized 
the hopes that all the great, and good, and wise, 
and just dave made and had.since man was 
man. 

But what of those who fell? 

There is no language to express the debt we 
owe, the love we bear to all the dead who died 
tor us. Words are but barren sounds. We can 
but stand beside their graves and in the hush 
and silence feel what speech bas never told. 

They fought, they died, and for the first time 
since man has kept a record of events the 
heavens bent above and domed a land without a 
serf, a servant, or a slave.

Fishing by Electricity. 
London Globe. 

A French yachting paper gives some descrip- 
tion of the new apparatus which is being used 
with the permission of the Government of that 
country for fishing by electricity at night. It 
consists of a globe of glass within which the 
eleetric light is shown. Two conductors 
incased in guttapercha are arranged 80 
as to meet one another on the inside, 
very much on the same principle which 
is now familiar to ail visitors to the Crystal Pal- 
ace. They communicate with a fishing-boat 
anchored at a convenient distance, and can, of 
course, be set into activity by the occupants of 
the boat. As to the globe, it is attached to a 
weight below and a float above, so that it can be 
raised or lowered to the desired depth. As 
soon as the carbons are ignited and the 
giass in proper position, and the sea in 
its vicinity is illuminated brilliantiy, and the 
Usb. over whom light is well known to exercise 
an irresistible influence at night, come eagerly, 
and sometimes in large schools, within the rays.
